Survey Says Over-65 Drivers 
Are Among Safest On Road 

DENVER (UBl) — Motorists 
over 65 — long a scapegoat in 
annlvsis-nf'the"nntt{ih*S"splralirig 
nccldent rate — actually arc 
among the safest drivers on the 
road, a University of Denver 
study showed Saturday, 

The study, covering 31 slates 
In all regions of the country, 
showed senior drivers averaged 
37 per cent fewer accidents than 
the proportion of accidents to 
numbers of drivers would Indi- 
cate.
